Columbus, O.. March 12.—William 


Jennings Bryan this morning deliv- 
ered an address before the constitu- 
tional convention, the speech being 
the leading feature of the session. 
Mr. Bryan was given a most cordial 
reception on his arrival in Columbus 
and before tho hour set for his ad- 
dress, shook hands with thousands 
of his admirers in tho statehouse 
rotunda- After his address he held 
several political conferences and then 
left for Newark, O., where he is to 
speak tonight. 


Following a debate of three hours, 


during which delegates said the con- 
vention was in bad repute with a 
large part of the people of the state,, 
the constitutional convention by a 
vote of 6S to 35 determined that its 
policy shall be to submit separate 
amendments to the present constitu- 
tion, instead of submitting an entire- 
ly new organic law. It adopted the 
Winn lesolution, amended to read: 


"That it is the policy of this con- 


vention to submit all of. the proposals 
which shall-pass to the electors in 
the form of separate amendments to 
the present constitution, or in groups 
under e common title." 


The 
convention tabled a resolu- 


tion by Mr. Stevens that an entire 
new constitution be presented to the 
people with woman's suffrage and the 
liauor question as separate proposi- 
tions. 
Mr. Stevens said if it were 


true that the convention is "in bad" 
with the state' it is because many 
people ha\e been disgusted with the 
manner in which it has proceeded 
thus far. President Bigelow urged 
the plan which was adopted. 


Predict Chaotic Condition. 


A number of delegates opposed this 


plan, declaring it would leave the 
constitution, if the amendments were 
adopted in a patched condition, in 
such 
shape 
that 
the constitution 


could not possibly be a haimonious 
document. It was brought out also 
that i nder 
the 
constitutional pro- 


visions, the work of the convention 
need icceive only a majority of those 
voting theieon instead of a majority 
of the electois which is necessary 
for the ratification of constitutional 
amendments submitted to the people 
by the general assembly. 


The convention administered a re- 


buke to State Librarian Newman, 
who in the preface to a digest of 
state constittnions, presented to the 
delegates, claimed credit for the di- 
gest's compilation. Delegate Doty of 
Cuyahoga county pointed out that the 
Cleveland Municipal association was 
entitled to this credit and that it 
simply had asked the librarian to 
ha\e the work published as a state 
document.
